Welland six-plex unit kitchen 
sustains heavy smoke damage

A residential unit in Welland sustained 
minor fire damage but heavy smoke 
damage last Wednesday. 

A preliminary investigation by Welland 
Fire and Emergency Services indicated 
damage to a six-plex at 183 Wallace Ave. 
S. was restricted to a kitchen in an upper 
unit of the two-storey building. 

Deputy fire Chief Brian Kennedy 

shortly before 10:30 a.m. As a “small 
kitchen fire." 

“There was minor fire damage but 
heavy smoke damage,” he said at the 


Kennedy was unable to say if the unit 
would be immediately habitable after the 
air was ventilated or if residents of the 


other units in the building were affected. 

“We need to make an assessment to 
determine if there is smoke in the other 

An investigation is also needed before 
a damage estimate can be made. 

“Right now, it’s too early to say,” 
Kennedy said. 

In all, 24 firefighters, including 11 vol¬ 
unteers, responded to the alarm. 

Firefighters placed a ladder against the 
front of the building, but it wasn't used to 
carry any of the occupants of the upper 
unit to safety. 

“It's for our safety. We always want to 
have a second means of egress in case 
something goes south," the deputy fire 
chief said. 

Welland fire and Niagara Regional 
Police continue their investigation.
